If you answered true to any of the questions except for the 
last one you have no clue what you are talking about, just like 95% 
of the kids whoare writing fanzines these days. lalways wondered 
why those super market check out line papers like The National 
Enquirerand The World News Weekly would sell millions of more 
copies that any regular newspaper. I guess it's just that people are 
more into hearing juicy exciting fabricated gossip from some 
bullshit writer then they are into finding out the fact. Well, now, 
that same techinque that sells so many National Enquirers has 
entered into the fanzine realm. I guess this wouldn't be so bad 
except for one thing, most people beleive the things they read 
withoutever thinking that they might just be made up lies. Lately, 
every other zine that comes out has some total misconception or 
straight out lie printed in it about Shelter, Equal Vision or Krishna 
Consciousness. I don't have enough time to respond to all of them, 
so hopefully I'll set some things straight within the next couple of 
pages. 

I'llnowrespond toall ofthe true false questions thatl asked 
though it mightnotnecessariyl bein the orderthatI asked. I'll start 
with the thing that I hear people conplain about the most: ' If 
Shelter are supposed to be non-materalist why do they get such big 
gaurantes when they play?' This is not so much a such a philo- 
sophical question as it is a mathematical one. When Shelter plays 
a show they never tell the person putting the show on how much 
to charge. The only thing that they ask the club promoter is not 
charge over $10.00. Then they ask: what are the expenses, how 
many kids they think will show up and how much they are going 
toask at the door. Finally, with all of this information in mind, they 
figure out what their guarantee should be. You might ask: Why 
have a gaurante at all? Well that's easy . If you drive 400 miles to 
doashow, you wantto make sure that you don' get stood up or that 
the kid doesn't bother doing any publicity for the show. That's 
happened to us quite a few times and it's not the most fun thing. 
It's not like Shelter is greedy or something, it's just simple math. 
Look at it this way, say you put on a show with four bands. Shelter, 
108, anothersmaller out of town band and a local band. Itcosts you 
$200torentahalland$200torentaPA. Youspend about$40 dollars 
on flyers and setting up the show, you charge $6.00 at the door and 
450 kids show up. Well that's $2,700. You take out the $440 to cover 
your expenses, you pay the local band $75 and you pay the out of 





town band $200. Now that leaves almost $2000. Now you take $300 
for all the trouble you went through putting on the show and that 
still leaves another $1700. Who should get that money? The band 
who is on tour, who most of the kids came to see in the first place, 
who have spent a lot of money, time and effort to get where they 
are? Well the opinion of a lot of kids is,'no, they shouldn't get the 
money, that's not "hardcore".' This is a pretty stupid philosophy 
and like many other philosophies in the hardcore scene, meant to 
actually destroy hardcore. Bands that go on tour and lose money 
don't stay together very long, but kids think that it isn't "hardcore" 
for bands to make money from shows. I have to ask, what do you 
expect bands to do; work all year, then quit their jobs, give up their 
apartments, go on tour, lose money, then finish with tour and have 
nothing. Do kids really expect people in bands to do that just so 
that they can be entertained? 

The craziest and most frustrating thing about this whole 
debate is that the kids that are throwing fits about Shelter getting 
something like $800. for a show with 4 bands that they had to pay 
$7 to get into are the same kids who have no problem going to the 
movies every weekend and paying $7 for 90 minutes of entertain- 
ment, totally supporting a bunch of corperations that do who 
knows what with the money. They are supporting an industry 
where actors get paid millions of dollars, but to pay the same price, 
or less for 4 hours of bands and support the hardcore scene seems 
crazy and hypocritical to them. I just don't get it. 

O.K. now for the merchandice deal. We make a lot of t- 
shirts, so what? We're into it. W e like to have new shirts to offer 
kids when we go on tour. We don't want to go around years ina 
row with the same stuff. And as far as the beads and things like 
that, when we first started tons of kids would ask us where they 
could get beads or bags or whatever. So we started buying stuff in 
India and bringing it back here to sell to kids. Then this last year 
with both Shelter and 108 on tour we got a trailer which had a lot 
of esxtra room so I brought a lot of merchandise along. I thought 
thatI would just bring every thing from the catalog along, that way 
kids could havea chance to see what they wanted and buyitifthey 
want, only not have to pay the shipping charges. I thought that 
kids would be into it anda lot were ,butthere were a few big mouth 
kids that thought that we were doing something that was wrong. I 
really don't understand this because there are plenty of kids that 





come to shows selling tons of stuff. Obviously there are kids who 
are just out to get the "Krishnas". Maybe they think that there is 
some kind of hypocricy going on and thatit's theirduty to pointout 
all hypocritical things in the world. They think that being anon- 
materialist and making money just don't go together. Well, maybe 
we should take some time and explain what non-materialism has 
to do with Krishna Consciousness. 

Let me begin by giving you an analogy about a knife. 
Hopefully this analogy will help clear up the confusion. A knife 
can be used by someone torob and kill you. Inthat case, you would 
most likely consider knives to be bad. However, a suregon may 
use a knife to take out your appendix before it bursts, and by so 
doing, save your life. In this case, you probably think that knives 
were good. So which is, it are knives good or bad? Obviously the 
knives themselves are neither good or bad. It's how they are used 
that determines their quality. 

I got a little hung up on that issue but it really drives me 
nuts. Moving on. Equal Vision records isnot owned by ISKCON,. 
It's a partnership between my wife and myself. I don't have a gun 
ora portable faxin my briefcase. Idon'teven know whata portable 
fax machine is. I just bought a briefcase for $10 and brought it on 
tour to keep the tour itenerary and maps in. I've been on toura lot 
of times and if you just have papers lying around the van they 
always get trashed. 

Krishnas do not hate vegans, they don't hate anyone. They 
try to see everyone equally ,hence the name Equal Vision. I 
personally have great respect for vegans, or anyone else for that 
matter, that restrains their senses for the well being of another 
living entity. 

Are the Krishna sexist? Well, the philosophy is not sexist. If 
you think it is you don't understand the philosophy, maybe you 
should write to Kate of 108 and ask her about it. And anyway the 
last time I looked hardcore still hadn't manifested the ideal of a 
"non-sexist society." 

Well I'm running out of room so I'll have to start to wind it 
up soon. Raghunath does not own a Jeep cherokee with a cellular 
phone, a friend of his does. So some kid sees him in this jeep with 
his friend and prints that 'the singer of Shelter has a chauffer and 
a cellular phone.' And kids read that and believe it. That kind of 
crap is so bogus, sometimes it's embarassing to be involved in 
hardcore. 


Here's another common misconception that I love: "When 
you get into Krishna Consciousness, you become a blind follower 
and lose your individuality." Anyone who says that has probably 
never met a devotee in their life. It's amazing that kids who have 
no clue about something pose themselves as some sort of authori- 
ties. The people who say that kind of stuff are blind followers to 
the trendy "bag on the Krishnas" cliches. They never had any 
individuality to lose in the first place. And the"T'll neversurrender 
to anything "stuff is just ridiculous. Everyone surrenders all the 
time in everyway. They surrender to all the stupid big pants etc. 
trends, they surrender to their teachers and to the government. 
Everyone will surrender to old age disease and death, and most of 
people surrender to their friends and families and put their trustin 
them. When is the macho,tough-guy thing going to die out in 
hardcore? 

"The Krishnas don'tbelongin hardcore." Ican'tbelieve that 
people still say that. I mean, I'm pretty old school. (Ishould be I'm 
29 yrs. old) I wasn't around when the constitution of hardcore was 
written. But I thought that the only rule was no closed minds 
allowed, I guess I was wrong. 

What are devotees anyway that people are so out to get 
them? Well, they're just some people who got into a philosophy 
that says that there is more to see than meets the eye. They are 
individuals whoare straight, vegetarian; trying to learn tolerance 
and trying to do something to counter act the lust and greed that 
rules their lives. Oh my god, they sound dangerous, don't go near 
them ! If the kids that talked crap about the Krishnas talked about 
Jews in the same way, the y would be completely ostracized, and 
rightfully so. Imagine if they talked about gays, lesbians or bi- 
sexuals in the same way that they talk about devotees-- they would 
be called homophobic. May be that's it, maybe all these kids who 
make it their mission to slag devotees, are actually krsnaphobic. 
Maybe these kids have to act this way in order to curb their 
repressed desire to become devotees. It sounds logical doesn't it? 
Well, those poor kids. Shun off the social oppressions, conquer 
your phobias and come out of the closet. Don't be afraid. If you 
can't handle that, at least try to meet some devotees before you 
draw and print your conclusions.
